W ages in the Tinted Mates. 
There is no reason whatever why 
every man in the United States should 
not be willing to pay such rates of 
wages and such prices of commodities 
as shall naturally result from the free 
and unrestricted competition of all 
our own jieople. 
When trade between a people is 
perfectly free, as in this country, there 
cannot on the average and in the long 
run, be higher wages paid to those 
employed in one industry than to 
those in another. 
Wherever any one 
industry gives indication that the 
compensation paid to those engaged 
in it is on the average greater than 
the compensation paid in other oc­ 
cupations, the industry paying the 
higher compensation is invaded by 
men from the occupations paying 
less, and thus wages constantly tend 
to an equalization. The invasion may 
continue to a point at which, by the 
overstocking of the labor market in 
the favored industry, wages may 
finally decline to a point lower than 
the average rates prevailing in other 
industries. 
Under the democratic policy, if 
wages fall in Europe our industries 
stand in danger of destruction. On 
the other hand, while professing to be 
the special friend of the workingman, 
the democratic party would set on 
foot a policy which would render im­ 
possible any increase in the wages of 
our own people. 
It is sometimes charged as a re­ 
proach against the protective policy 
that in some special protected in­ 
dustry wages tend to a minimum. 
Where this occurs it is an unerring 
indication of the vicious distribution 
of industries, and one of the most 
distressing consequences of 
their 
maladjustment. 
The remedy indi­ 
cated is, not a reduction of the tariff, 
but a wider diversification and dis­ 
tribution of industries, so that all per­ 
sons who want employment may not 
bo compelled to seek it in the same 
occupation. 
It is obvious that if industries be 
relatively few, with large numbers of 
men seeking employment, those men 
must distribute themselves as best 
they may, and without intelligent ad­ 
justment, among the few industries m 
operation. 
If a larger number enter 
into any special pursuit than are 
needed to meet the demands of pro­ 
duction in that pursuit wages will in­ 
evitably decline. The function of a 
protective tariff, carried to its farthest 
limit, is to obviate the necessity for 
this. Its tendency is to encourage 
the establishment of a variety of in­ 
dustries and 
so 
to increase op­ 
portunities for employment, not in 
one or two, but in a great diversity of 
occupations. — From the American 
Economist

G R E N A D A ’S 
IM PENDING FATE. 


T he V olcano th at T h reaten s th e K i t l s e 
tloa of th o M o s r s fas a City. 
The recent earthquakes in Grenada, 
Nicaragua, that have 
caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thought to presage a revival 
of the volcano of Mombacba 
The 
mountain is about 3,000 feet high and 
Granada is located at its base, a part 
of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from the crater. 
There 
are evidence* of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the greater quantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
slope to tbe center of Lake Nicaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises. 
There are numberless little 
islands 
a short 
way 
from shore, 
formed by the flow of the lava. Should 
there be an eruption Gr&uada would 
be doomed, eveu should the lava take 
a direction away from it, as the fall of 
ashes would be sufficient to make the 
town uninhabitable. 
At present theft 
is no active volcano in Nicaragua and 
but one in Central America, namely, 
the 
Salvador. 
Three 
years 
ago 
Ometepe. near the center of Lake 
Nicaragua ended an active state, and 
tho last of tbe eruptions of Mornotom- 
bo, on the border of Lake Managna 
and near the capital, 
was seen less 
than two years ago in the form of 
a 
thin column of smoke rising from its 
crater. 
Mnce then there has been in 
this country no volcanic eruption and 
no Drominent earfiiuuake.

alarm directly an Anamite or Tonqui- 
nois approaches.

Wages in the Tinted Mates. 
There is no reason whatever why 
every man in the United States should 
not lie willing to pay such rates of 
wages and such prices of commodities 
as shall naturally result from the free 
and unrestricted competition of all 
our own people. 
When trade between a people is 
perfectly free, as in this country, there 
cannot, on the average and in the long 
run, be higher wages paid to those 
employed in one industry than to 
those in another. Wherever any one 
industry gives indication that the 
compensation paid to those engaged 
in it is on the average greater than 
the compensation paid in other oc­ 
cupations, the industry paying the 
higher compensation is invaded by 
men from the occupations paying 
less, and thus wages constantly tend 
to an equalization. The invasion may 
continue to a point at which, by the 
overstocking of the labor market rn 
the favored industry, wages may 
finally d e c lin e to a point lower th a n 
the a v e r a g e rates prevailing in other 


in d u str ie s. 
Under the democratic policy, if 
wages fall in Europe our industries 
stand in danger of destruction. On 
the other hand, while professing to be 
the social friend of the workingman, 
the democratic party would set on 
foot a policy which would render im­ 
possible auy increase in the wages of 
our own people. 
It is sometimes charged as a re­ 
proach against the protective policy 
that in some special protected in­ 
dustry wages tend to a minimum. 
Where this occurs it is an unerring 
indication of the vicious distribution 
of industries, and one of the most 
distressing consequences of 
their 
maladjustment. 
The remedy indi­ 
cated is, not a reduction of the tariff, 
but a wider diversification and dis­ 
tribution of industries, so that all per­ 
sons who want employment may not 
bo compelled to seek it in the same 
occupation. 
It is obvious that if industries be 
relatively few, with large numbers of 
men seeking employment, those men 
must distribute themselves as best 
they may, and without intelligent ad­ 
justment, among the few industries in 
operation, 
lf a larger number enter 
into any special pursuit than are 
needed to meet the demands of pro­ 
duction in that pursuit wages will in­ 
evitably decline. The function of a 
protective tariff, carried to its farthest 
limit, is to obviate the necessity for 
this. Its tendency is to encourage 
the establishment of a variety of in­ 
dustries and 
so 
to increase op­ 
portunities for employment, not in 
one or two, but in a great diversity of 
occupations. — From the American 
Economist

Mon o f tho Nicaraguan City. 
The recent earthquakes in Grenada, 
Nicaragua, that have 
caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thought to presage a revival 
of the volcano of Momb&cho. 
The 
mountain is about 3,000 feet high and 
Granada is located at it* base, a part 
of the town being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from the crater. 
There 
are evidences of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the greater quantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano's 
•lope to the center of Lake Nicaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises. 
There are numberless little 
islands 
a short 
way 
from shore, 
formed by the flow of the lava. Should 
there be an eruption Granada would 
be doomed, even should the lava take 
a direction away from it, as the fall of 
ashes would be sufficient to make the 
town uninhabitable. 
At present there 
is no active volcano in Nicaragua and 
but one in Central America, namely, 
the 
Salvador. 
Three 
years 
ago 
Ometepe, near the center of Lake 
Nicaragua, ended an active state, and 
the last of the eruptions of Mornotom- 
bo, on the border of Lake Managua 
and near the capital, 
was seen less 
than two years ago in the form of a 
thin column of smoke rising from its 
crater. 
Since then there has been in 
this country no volcanic eruption and 
b o prominent ca rfii quake.

The sup reme court of the Unite« ! States 
wilt, during its fall term, hand down a de­ 
cision in the <’ase of George W. Dup re, one 
ol the p ublishers of the New Orleans Slat« *, 
a leading daily newsp ap er of that city, 
which p robably involves a greater num ber 
of im p ortant legal p rop ositions than were 
ever p resented for the consideration of that 
tribunal. 
The San Francisco Exam iner regrets that 
these questions should come up on what 
many may carelessly view as a side issue. 
Mr. Dup re, relying up on the unconstitu- 
tionality of w hat is known as the lottery 
act am! having chosen to ignore its p ro­ 
visions, for which he was duly—ami, as he 
thinks unlaw fully—called to account is 
now seeking the relief guarauteed by the 
constitution in such a case. 
To Mr. Dup re, therefore, it is not a side 
issue, but all im p ortant, as indeeu niuxt b* 
such an i» sue to every citizen which in­ 
volves individual ireedom, the rights of a 
sovereign state ami the liberty of the p res*. 
Tin* most cursory exam ination ot the p ro­ 
visions of this act. entitled “An act to 
fcineud certain sections of the Revised Stat­ 
utes relating to lotteries and for other p ur­ 
p ose*,” demonstrate* the ap p rop riateness o t 
its title, 
it it an act “ for other p urp oses,” 
and very many other p urp ose* indeed. 
The avowed object of the statutj is to Lreak 
up the buxines* ol the Louisiana State lo t­ 
tery comp any, and it the iramer* of this 
new ami certainly unp r« » c« dented leg sta­ 
tion had sought to do this directly, hon- 
entiy and fairly, there couid not be any 
reasonable objection to the character ot the 
attem p t. The worst that coni d h |ve been 
said of such legislation is that it was nuga­ 
tory. 
“ You shall t run a lottery,” Unci* 
Sum would crv, to which Louisiana would 
not uunaiurally rep ly, “ I shall.” And her* 
tiie m atter would rest until Louisiana was 
ready, ot her own accord, to agree with her 
sister states. 
For there is no p rincip le of law better 
established than that the general govern­ 
ment ha* no p ower to declare any acts com­ 
mitted within the borders ot s sovereign 
state other than those which are committed 
iu dire.t contravention of the sp ecial p ow­ 
er* lodged by th* constitution m the general 
government. 
it is for the state exclusively, to declare 
diatTactioivs int 
what is law ui or unlawful iu the way ot 
lotteries ju-t a* it is its p rerogative to es­ 
tablish high license or p rohibition or to 
enforce, a* the case may be, a Sunday law. 
The framers ot the statute knew th.» p er­ 
fectly well,aud tbev have attemp ted to do by 
inuirection what they have no right to do at 
a ll. They have sought to lodge in the |<oet- 
offic* dep artment, p ower» wholly » up erior 
to th* constitution, the law o f the land ami 
th* p rop er tribunals tor its enforcement. 
But the statute goes even further; it ex­ 
p ressly authorizes the p ettimt |a» >tma9ter,

FRAUD CHARGED. 


C reditors of 8. K. Howell Make Nom* 
lntereetlfig A llegations. 
C hicago, Aug. flu—The North Wisconsin 
Lumber Company of Hayward, Wis., filed 
a petition iii the county court to-day to tic- 
d a re the acts of S. It. Howell, the lulu be) 
m erchant recently railed, as constituting a 
voluntary assignment. The petitioner ha- 
a claim for $5u,916. 
It is charged that on April .‘JO. 1891, How­ 
ell, made aud delivered lo his attorney, 
pa|iem which were an assignment of hi- 
properly to the First National bank to bt 
delivered to that Lank, m aking it a pre­ 
ferred creditor, whenever Howell should 
reaeii a point where lie could not go on; 
that Howell was at th.it tim e insolvent, 
o w in g 
$1,570,600. 
while 
Iii- 
as«-ts 
were

$1.5<X) 066; 
that 
Hi is 
as­ 
signment, 
being 
w ithheld 
from 
Hie records and kept secret, enabled Howell 
to secure credit lrom the com plainant aud 
other*, that the turning over to Hie bauk 
when fie faiied on Jut} 14 of all his asset? 
was a fraud upon his other creditors*: that 
the instrum ent-executed by Howell were 
Hot sim ply as security -or the paym ent ut 
the debt to the bank. but to liqu.date the 
indebtedness with the bank. and th? sur­ 
plus was to b e d riv e le d to Howell. 
It is urged that the instrum ent* are not 
ciiattei rn or ta ;* * a- cairned, but are in 
law ait assignment by Howell tor the ben­ 
efit of Iii* creditors to the bank a- a--ignee. 
Yet the bank, claim ing tile instrum ents to 
be mortgages to secure its own claim s only, 
refuses to act for other cist wants, am! has 
given the required thirty days* notice of 
sale. 
A claim is made that the batik is iii 
collusion with Howell to cheat ami dciraud 
oilier creditors. 
Judge Beales granted a citation for Howell 
to appear to-morrow lo answer questions, 
and also issued a rule on th* bank to show 
cause why it should not he enjoined lrom 
selling or disposing of the properly. 


The supreme court of the United States 
wiil, during its fall term, hand down a de­ 
cision in Hie case of George VV. Dupre, one 
ot the publishers of the New Orleans State**, 
a leading daily newspaper of that city, 
which probably involves a greater num ber 
of im portant legal propositions than were 
ever presented for the consideration of that 
tribunal. 
The San Francisco Exam iner regrets that 
these questions should come up on what 
many may carelessly view as a side issue. 
Mr. Dupre, relying upon tire unconstitu­ 
tionality of what is known as th f lottery 
act and having chosen to ignore its pro­ 
visions, for which he was duly—and, as he 
thinks unlaw fully—called to account, is 
now seeking the relief guaranteed by the 
constitution iii such a case. 
To Mr. Dupre, therefore, It is not a side 
issue, hut all im portant, as indeed must be 
such an issue to every citizen which in­ 
volves individual ireedom, the rights of a 
sovereign state and the liberty of the press. 
Th** most cursory exam ination oi the pro­ 
visions of this aet, entitled “An act to 
amend certain sections of the Revised Stat­ 
utes relating to lotteries and for other pur­ 
poses," demonstrates the appropriateness of 
its title. 
It is an act “ tor other purposes,” 
and very many other purposes indeed. 
The avowed object of the statute is to break 
up the business of the Louisiana Blate Pot­ 
tery company, and if the framers of this 
new and certainly unprecedented legisla­ 
tion had sought to do this directly, hon­ 
estly and lairly, there could uot be any 
reasonable objection to the character ot tho 
attempt. 
The worst that could hgve been 
said of such legislation is that it was nuga­ 
tory. 
“ You shall t run a lottery," Uncle 
Sum would cry, to which Louisiana would 
not unnaturally reply, “ I shall.” And here 
the m atter would rest until Louisiana was 
ready, ot her own accord, to agree with her 
sister states. 
For there is no principle of law better 
established H un that the general govern­ 
ment has no power to deciare any acts com­ 
mitted within the borders of a sovereign 
state other than those which are committed 
iii direct contravention of the special pow­ 
ers lodged by the constitution in the general 
government. 
It is for the state exclusively, to declare j new distinctions into the practical business

the pubii.-hers of the |>aj>er could not pos­ 
sibly be ex acted to know any more than 
the public it w as designed to deciev*—it is 
excluded .rom Hie mal is. 
However, i; one class of advertisement is 
to he excluded, why not any other? Could 
not, indeed, will not the law be extended 
to lake in medical advertisements, those of 
wine ami liquor houses, iii lect all adver­ 
tisements of any character except those of 
church or lodge meetings? It is easy to see 
that the tendency of ruck legislation is to 
seriously abridge the liberty of the press, 
besides depriving if of its legitimate reve­ 
nues without due process of law. 
I he mail service, we repeat, is tlie ex­ 
clusive franchise of I begetters* government, 
and yet it is to be administered tinder tiles* 
restrictions and conditions. What, then, 
becomes of Hie liberty of the pres?? Stri­ 
dently Hic men who framed

thought little, or cared less about the

their acts. 
But Hie | ublic has an interest 
in the press, ami new-paper men have a 
right to carry on their business without hi- 
terference except by the due process ut .-aw 
The constitution expressly deciares not 
only that this liberty shall not be de­ 
stroyed, but also that it shall 
not be 
abridged. 
Ami wily is the liberty of the press 
abridged? .Simply to suppress a lottery 
company incorporated under the laws of 
the State of Louisiana. 
These laws have 
never been declared unconstitutional. 
The *’ 
right of tile State of Louisiana to authorize 
or m aintain u lottery company has never 
been questioned. 
The Mi premie court of the 
state ha? in lect declared that tile question 
of lite extension ot Die company's charter 
Is properly before the peop;e, ami no one 
doubts but that this extension will be rati­ 
fied by as large a vote as cast at the last 
election .‘or that purpose. 
The State o: 
Louisiana, its charities ami its works of 
improvem ent receive large sums yearly 
from th* revenue of the lottery, and it is 
absurd to say in this land o. r.-.lfl s and 
church fans that Hie State o Louisiana ha* 
no moral right to maintain a lottery.

what is law ul or unlawful in the way of 
lotteries just as it is its prerogative to es­ 
tablish high license or prohibition or to 
enforce, as the case may be, a Bunday law. 
The framers of the statute knew this per­ 
fectly well,and tliev have attempted to do by 
inuirection what they have no right to do at 
ail. 
They have sought to lodge iii thej?09t- 
ofticC department, jxiwers wholly auperior 
to th* constitution, the taw of the land aud 
the proper tribunals lor its enforcement. 
But the statute goes even further; it ex­ 
pressly authorizes the pettiest j-ostmaster, 
nay, eggs him on, to comm it acts which 
would, without 
the 
protection of 
th* 
statute, constitute offenses o lth e graves! 
and most inexcusable character. 
These acts he is not only encouraged, but 
commanded to comm it on ail occasions 
which tuay seem fit to Ins own good pleas­ 
ure, 
It confers, chier, therefore, ujkju this 
mere sorter of letters and deliverer of mails 
more authority than that claimed by the 
supreme court of his own Mate, the presi­ 
dent ut the United .States and his entire cab­ 
inet—always excepting, o ' course, his su- 
perior, the postm aster general. Jt puts him 
wholly outside the law, makes him totally 
irresponsible, even to his own conscience 
and common sense, and, to cap the climax 
of absurdities, jdaces the liberty of the 
press, w ithout which oui present form of 
government m ight asw ell be abandoned, 
completely at his mercy. 
These j/ropositfons are startling, but true, 
and, being true, they are worth the careful 
attention of every citizen who observes tim 
signs of the times. 
Fortunately, it is not 
conceivable that the supreme court wiil or 
can give effect to them. 
However desirable 
may be tLe end in view, it surely cannot be 
worth attaining at the expense of liberty 
and justice. 
Yet this is. in exact terms, the 
issue involved. 
It requires no special knowledge or legal 
trailin g to detect the vice of surii legisla­ 
tion. 
Like ali arbitrary and despotic en­ 
actments. it puts might above right, an I 
justifies the unlaw iul means it is compelled 
to employ by the conceived desirability of 
the end it seeks to attain. 
Take sec’ion 3*94 ut the si at Ute: 
“ Any 
person violating Hie (.revisions of this sec­ 
tion’’ (which makes the mere mailing of a 
letter, or, in fact, aiflr mail matter having 
the remotest connection with the bu.‘ine?s 
of the lottery company a misdemeanor) 
•’may be proceeded against by information 
or indictm ent.” 
This section has at least one m erit—it 
recognizes the forms of laws. if, at the same 
time, it does tram ple ujxm thecon.-tituuon, 
It presupposes a regular proceeding o some 
kind. a trial by jury with all tile rtsgthar 
incidents of such a trial. 
However, it is 
w holly unconstitutional, and, upon analy­ 
sis, absurd. 
The .-tate oi Loiiisaiia, and in­ 
deed any individual or company, is de­ 
barred by law lrom m aintaining a mail 
service at lier own, vet the general govern­ 
ment, not only a common carrier, But an 
exclusive common carrier, declines to ac­ 
cept the mail m atter of one state because in 
other states it ii declared contraband, 
Iii- 
stead of tieing neutral in the matter, ami j/tr. 
m ining the states to settle their own differ­ 
ences, the government seeks to im prison or 
terrorize those who attem pt to make it do 
its plain duty, which is to do tor ail the 
states (and not for any chosen number of 
them) what severally they cannot do so 
well for themselves, provide a sale, speedy 
and trustw orthy service unim paired by 
such star chamber restrictions as those now 
being enforced. 
But if the denial of mail facilities to the 
press and the public because of differences 
of opinion with regard to new distinctions 
in m orality arising between the several 
states be a deprivation o: the rights of tho 
states aa declared by the law and the con­ 
stitution, what shall we say of section 3929, 
which author.zes the postmaster general 
"upon evidence satisfactory to himself f ” we 
quote and italicise tile claus* lo instruct nis 
postmasters tostam p wun me word " t raud- 
ulent" letter* which he thinks tall within 


ot carrying on a government. 
Be-ides. who can tell where this prose­ 
lytism thro'foh Hi* iKiMoffiee will stoj.? 
.Shall Maine imjio»e her prohibition laws 
upon wine growing California? Shall the 
Sunday laws of Connecticut be saddled 
upon those states, whose history, the very 
character of their populations, lead them 
to regard Sunday a day to be differently ob­ 
served? Ai! these questions are matters oi 
opinion, o ten ot 
theological 
opinion, 
questions which are at least open to debate, 
and yet it m ight be sought, through the 
postoffice department, to make them the 
rule or ali. 
* 
Nothing could be more monstrous, nor, 
in the light o! history, so absurd. 
I ii 1836^ 
a law sim ilar to the present one was intro­ 
duced in congress, tot bidding the delivery 
of seditious documents re ative to slavery. 
Benator. afterwards President Buchanan, 
supported the law : Daniel Wefoter op).used 
it. 
But what were these seditious docu­ 
ments? 
They were the criticisms of th* 
Abortionist* upon slavery as it then exist­ 
ed in the Southern states. 
The bill proposed to muzzle tne.o expres­ 
sions of public opinion 
was undoubtedly 
a blow at the liberty of the press, 
it laded 
of enactment. 
Does anyone doubt, if the 
same measure had conte up later, say in 
J-62, that what would have been consid­ 
ered “seditious documenta1' would he re­ 
flection s upon the ririft of tile North to de­ 
prive the South ut thc.r property iii slaves, 
without their ooitsent ami without com- 
pensation? Few now question that th* 
abolition of slavery ha- been a blessing to 
tiiis country, and was dictated by the b » t 
sentim ent of humanity. 
But how wa? lids 
sentiment aroused bm through the press? 
Aud how was it proposed to nullify this 
sentim ent but by just such means a* w* are 
now invoked to enforce the opinions of a 
dom inant party, which, even it they do 
not vary with regard to this matter, are 
i\r;a;ii to do so with regard to a great 
ii.any questions which tali within the sam* 
J rule? 
I 
It is impossible, however, that the su- 
preme court of the United States can up­ 
hold such a statute, however much it may 
care to do so. Such a decision w ould not 
only be contrary to all its precedents, and 
contrary to the organic law af the land, 
but, were it live*! up to, would matte life in 
the republic well nigh intolerable. Indeed, 
legislation, such u? betrays itself in this 
statute, ?aj« i..e very .em ulation of lineny 
jn substituting :or the dc?po. ism of the ab­ 
solute monarch, the oppression and tyranny 
of partisan power entrenched behind the 
irre-j>*ji.sible authority of its officers. 
During the Mexican war, comm unica­ 
tion 
between the troops under General 
Scott and the government ut W ashington 
was very imperfect.

The framers of the statute knew this—it

Repeat the word “ Fraudulent’’ 
cnoueh, they reasoned, and perhaps after 
a w ane the mea win siriK in—the public will 
in tune, perhaps, come to believe the very 
opposite of what they had always-believed 
before. 
Th* device seems flimsy enough, but in its 
gentral operation it is highly dangerous and 
oppressive. 
For this enormous power Is exercised by 
the postmaster “ upon evidence satisfactory 
to himself." 
Yet this evidence cannot bo 
obtained, so the statute is careful to say, by 
opening tho letter. Oh, no; that would be a 
breach of confidence; and, besides, it is ex­ 
pressly prohibited by law. Then how is the 
postmaster to “obtain #vid«nce which is 
aaliaiactory to him self?" H a it to GUESS, 
jrist guest? A |>rivate citizen who libels 
another cannot set up in justification of his 
slander evidence of th* truth of his state­ 
ment Which is merely “satisfactory to him ­ 
self.” If this were so, it would vastly sim­ 
plify many a libel caa«. 
Tins evidence 
must be satisfactory also to a fury of 12 
men, but it is different with th* postmaster. 
He can brand the correspondence of th* 
most upright business man in th* land on 
the mer* suspicion and ba held not in the 
least accountable. 
Th* proprietor of a 
newspaper who faila, perhaps through th# 
death of witnesses or through some other 
accident, to establish the truth of charge* 
mads in the Interest of the public, front 
good motive* and for justifiable ends, is 
none the less mulcted in damages, but your 
t 
ost master, b o indeed. H e can libel **y- 
udy from any motive or tor any end, and 
when he is called to account he is sure to 
have “evidence satisfactory to himself.^” 
Again, the provisions of th# statute are 
not restricted to the m ailing of lottery tick­ 
ets, remittance# or letters of inquiry: they 
cover a much wider estea-orv of any 
•wcneme, ' in lect, or “device, for oouinm g 
money of any kind through th* mails, by 
means of false or fraudulent pretenses or 
promises" is equally prohibited, and all the 
subterfuges ana devices of the statutes are 
equally applicable in this os In the case of 
the letter^.

E very F a rm e r S h ould K eep Bees. 
A farmer can, without much outlay 
of either money or time, take care oi 
enoug h be« s to at feast furni*h liis 
family with enoug h pore honey for the 
table. 
A farmer can do this to g reat 
advantag e, be has anq » le room for the 
accommodation of the hives, ami can 
easily supply the bees with the best 
honey -y ielding plants. It is not neces­ 
sary , thoug h under favorable condi­ 
tions it mig ht t» e advisable, to under­ 
take the scientific methods of treat­ 
ment. Probably , however, most farm­ 
ers would make a pr ctical failure, in­ 
stead of a practical success of it if they 
trie« !. 
But by careful study of the 
foundation jirim ijiles of l*ee culture 
and close observation of tbe bees 
themselves sufficient skill may soon 
be acq uired to make it worth while to 
keep tlie busy insects. 
it should be beg un, like any other 
venture, in a small wav. Try a sing le 
swarm at first, it is the practical ex­ 
perience acq uired by Act ua! care and 
observation that enables one to suc­ 
ceed. 
Tbe farm apiary should not be too 
scientific in its apjiointments, any 
more 
than farm poultry raising 
should be. Nor, on the other hand, 
should it be so primitive and unscien­ 
tific as to y ield only the minimum re­ 
sults. Give common sense a show in 
this respect. Have appliances that 
will g ive the best results with the 
least outlay of tune an I labor com­ 
patible therewith. 
In other words, don’t make a bur­ 
den of the busiue**, but strike for the 
happy 
mean between professional 
manag ement, req uiring the whole at­ 
tention of thoroug hly traine« ] iiien, 
and the ig norant bung ling and neg lect 
which1 y ield a larg e return of « bsap- 
j« ointment and precious little e)*e 
The farmer should be in tlie strict 
sefise an amateur apiarist, finding 
pleasure in Gjie interesting creatures 
themselves, as well as the delicious 
j*rbduct of their industry . 
Tlie money outlay req uired for an 
apiary conduct on the basis is very 
srhall, and if the nianag « -meut is rea­ 
sonably g oq d, will be more than cov­ 
ered by the sale of honey not n«*e«le«i 
for home consumption. And a con­ 
stant sujipty of fine honey in the 
larder is a g ood thing to have in the 
house, esjiecially in the country .

It is 12 feet long by IO feet wide, and 
7 ft. high, with a comb roof Use 2x8 
for the sills and 2x4 for plates and 
posts.

a t the 
corners nnd single ones in the center. 
Nail a 2x4 piece across the center to 
steady the tw o side sills. This cut 
shows trie east side of the house and 
represents the plan of the inside. The 
floor for dropping (B) slants to the 
north end into a trough I ft. wide, 
with the sides S in . wide a t one end 
ami 5 in. wide a t the other. The 
trough is nailed across the north end 
and lits tight to each side, with the 
wide end to the west side. W ith the 
to p level, the bottom of the trough 
will have 3 in. fall, so it can be clean­ 
ed out easy. 
H ave a little door (F) 
a t each end of the trough tile sam e 
width as the inside and 18 in. high. 
so when the droppings ale shoved off 
of the floor into the trough, with a 
long-handled scraper, one th a t will 
fit inside the trough, it is then easily 
cleaned out.

Rain and dew will ru st the 
bright journal bearings of farm imple­ 
m ents on one side, perhaps, rendering 
th a t side rough. Then th a t side of 
the bearing will begin to “c u t” or wear 
away; and as soon as one side of a 
journal begins to wear it will wear 
faster and faster until the bearing is 
dam aged I beyond repair, requiring the 
substitution of a new journal. Rain 
and dew will expand the wood work of 
implements ami soften thegrain of the 
surface, after which the heat of the sun 
will dry and crack the wood, making 
num erous small fissures for w ater to 
enter. 
Plow handles and m any other 
purts of implements th a t have be* n 
bent af:er they have been exposed to 
the influence of rain and sunshine 
lose their desired form and sliaj**. 
Shovel handles, acy the snaths, cradle 
fingers and som eotlier bent portions 
of hand tools and horse implements 
are often ruined by exposure to storm 
and sunshine. I^et it be an inflexible 
rule of the farm th a t tools and imple­ 
m ents must not be left out doors ex­ 
pose*! to the damaging influences of 
wet 
and diy 
weather. Let every 
helper understand th a t he m ust clean 
hoes, shovels arid spades, 
wijte the 
blades dry and put them under -belter 
as soon as they are not iii actual use. 
A m an will accomplish just as much 
l>er day if he is required to clean his 
tools and put them in a dry place as 
he will to throw them down where 
they were used last, covered with dirt 
ami exposed to the weather — Anieri- 
ican Agriculturist.

E v e r y F a r m e r S h o u l d K e e p B e e s. 
A farm er can, without much outlay 
of either money or tim e, take care oi 
J enough bees to a t least furnish his 
| family with enough pure honey for the 
! table. 
A farm er can do this to great 
advantage, he has ample room for the 
I accom m odation of the hives, and can 
j easily supply the bees with the best 
honey-yielding plants. It is not neces- 
- Bary, though under favorable cond!- 
I ttons it might lie advisable, to under­ 
take the scientific m ethods of tre a t­ 
ment. Probably, however, m ost farm ­ 
ers would m ake a pr erica! failure, in­ 
stead of a practical suecessof it if they 
trie*!. 
But by careful study of the 
foundation principles of las? culture 
and close observation of the bees 
themselves sufficient skill m ay soon 
be acquired to m ake it worth while to 
keep the busy insects. 
It should be begun, like any' other 
venture, in a small w ay. T ry a single 
swarm a t first. It is the practical ex­ 
perience acquired by act ual care and 
observation th a t enables one to suc­ 
ceed. 
The farm apiary should not be too 
scientific in its appointm ents, any 
more 
th a n farm jioultry 
raising 
should be. Nor, on the other hand, 
should it be so prim itive arid unscien­ 
tific as to yield only the minimum re­ 
sults. Give common sense a show in 
this respect. 
H ave appliances th a t 
will give the best results w ith the 
least outlay of tim e and labor com ­ 
patible therewith. 
In other words, don’t m ake a b ur­ 
den of the business, but strike for the 
happy 
m ean lief w een professional 
management, requiring the whole a t­ 
tention of thoroughly trained men, 
and the ignorant, bungling and neglect 
which yield a large return of disap- 
xjihrinent 
and precious lift Ie else.

Mr. Bivins removed to Duluth, anc 
from there to Brainerd during the 
construction of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, at which time he was rn their 
employ and contianed so np to the 
time of his illness in various capacities. 
No man was better known or more 
universally respected in this com 
rn unity, and the announcement of his 
death caused a pang of sorrow to 
many a heart 
Deceased leaves 
widow to survive him. He was an 
ancle of Mrs. N. McFsdden, F. B. anc 
C. D. Johnson. 
The funeral occurred cm Monday 
afternoon from the Episcopal church 
under the auspices of Aurora Lodge 
No. IOO, A. Y. St A. BL, of which he 
had long been an active member, the 
Rev. G. H Davis officiating.

Wages in the Pm ted .states. 
There is no reason whatever why 
every man in the United States should 
not be willing to pay such rates of 
wages and such prices of commodities 
as shall naturally result from the free 
and unrestricted competition of all 
our own people. 
When trade between a people is 
perfectly free, as in this country, there 
cannot, on the average and in the long 
run, be higher wages paid to those 
employed in one industry than to 
those in another. 
Wherever any one 
industry gives indication that the 
compensation paid to those engaged 
in it is on the average greater than 
the compensation paid in other oc­ 
cupations, the industry paying the 
higher compensation is invaded by 
men from the occupations paying 
less, and thus wages constantly tend 
to an equalization. The invasion may 
continue to a point at which, by the 
overstocking of the labor market in 
the favored industry, wages may 
finally decline to a point lower than 
the average rates prevailing in other 
industries. 
Under the democratic policy, if 
wages fall in Europe our industries 
stand in danger of destruction. On 
the other hand, while professing to be 
the special friend of the workingman, 
the democratic party would set on 
foot a policy which would render im­ 
possible any increase in the wages of 
our own people. 
It is sometimes charged as a re­ 
proach against the protective policy 
that in some special protected in­ 
dustry wages tend to a minimum. 
Where this occurs it is an unerring 
indication of the vicious distribution 
of industries, and one of the most 
distressing consequences of 
their 
maladjustment. 
The remedy indi­ 
cated is, not a reduction of the tariff, 
but a wider diversification and dis­ 
tribution of industries, so that all per­ 
sona who want employment may not 
be compelled to seek it in the same 
occupation. 
It is obvious that if industries be 
relatively few, with large numbers of 
men seeking employment, those men 
must distribute themselves as best 
they may, and without intelligent ad­ 
justment, among the few industries in 
operation. 
If a larger number enter 
into any special pursuit than are 
needed to meet the demands of pro­ 
duction in that pursuit wages will in­ 
evitably decline. The function of a 
protective tariff, carried to its farthest 
limit, is to obviate the necessity for 
this. Its tendency is to encourage 
the establishment of a variety of in­ 
dustries and 
so 
to increase op­ 
portunities for employment, not in 
one or two, but in a great diversity of 
occupations.

The Volcano th a t T hreatens the Extlae* 
tion o f th e M M rsffosB City. 
The recent earthquakes in Grenada, 
Nicaragua, that have 
caused four- 
fifths of the inhabitants to desert the 
city are thought to presage a revival 
of the volcano of Mombacbo. 
The 
mountain is about 3,000 feet high and 
Granada is located at its base, a part 
of the u>wn being built on the lower 
portion of the slope and less than fif­ 
teen miles from the crater. 
There 
are evidences of a terrible eruption in 
the past when the greater quantity of 
the lava coursed down the volcano’s 
slope to the center of Lake Nicaragua, 
from the shores of which the peak 
rises. 
There are numberless little 
islands 
a short 
way 
from shore, 
formed by the flow of the lava. Should 
there be an eruption Grauuda would 
be doomed, even should the lava take 
a direction away from it, as the fall of 
ashes would be sufficient to make the 
town uninhabitable. 
At present there 
is no active volcano in Nicaragua and 
but one in Central America, namely, 
the 
Salvador. 
Three 
years 
ago 
Ometepe. near the center of Lake 
Nicaragua, ended an active state, and 
the last of the eruptions of Mornotom- 
bo, on the border of Lake Managna 
and near the capital, 
was seen less 
than two years ago in the form of a 
thin column of smoke rising from its 
crater, 
Since then there has been iD 
thi* country no volcanic eruption and 
no prominent earriiauake.

The Tragedy in Louisiana Resulted 
From an Attempt to Run Out a 
Gang of Thieves* 


They Have Been Stealing Cattle and 
Committing Other Depredations 
fur Years. 


H oustox, Tex., Aug. 5.—T he new# of a 
war on a much more than ordinarily ex­ 
tensive plane has reached here as having 
occurred some fourteen miles from West­ 
lake, La., on the Lock, Moore A Co.’s log­ 
ging tramway. 
In the battle, as reported 
here, nine men were killed and sixteen 
wounded. 
The point ut which the encounter oc­ 
curred is Just on the line of Texas and 
Louisiana, and the neighborhood has long 
been the headquarters of a gang whose 
denredbtions have made them a terror to 
all who have any permanent interest there. 
It is known that some of them reside on 
the Louisiana side and others in Texas, 
and it has been the custom for the forays 
into each state to be made by those from 
the other side, thus escaping the fier.alty of 
the law and at the same lime sharing the 
unlawful spoils. 
The gang is known as the 
“ Ashworth people,” ami is made up of a 
lot ot half-breeds, who take delight princi­ 
pally in stealing cattle and fighting. 
The cattle owners of the section have lived 
in dread of these men and suffered severely 
ut their hands for a long time and at lasf 
the ranchmen had sent them a notice that 
they must leave the country or take the 
consequences. 
The depredations contin­ 
ued, however, and so i»old did they become 
that the cattlemen found it necessary to or­ 
ganize and arm in order to protect them ­ 
selves and property. 
The “ Redbone*” are the leaders of the 
cattlemen, and when it tv as learned that 
the gang was again on a foray they called 
their men together and set out to find the 
marauders. 
They suspected a man named 
Morris as the leader of the thieves, and 
ordered him to Jeave. 
Morris was sup­ 
ported by the w hole crowd and defied the 
cattlemen to bamsh him or compel him to 
leave. 
The quarrel grew bitter, ami one of 
the A inworth crowd named Ward, drew 
his gun and s h o ta “ Redbooe,” l'eter Dy­ 
son. 
Then the battle began. 
Firing be* ame 
general, and 
Marion Marklc 
and Lee 
Perkins, of the “ Itedbones,” were killed 
and 
Willets ami Dupree 
Lecomb were 
wounded. 
Hostilities then cea-ed for a 
time, but in the afternoon another attack 
was made on the radw ay people by the 
cattlemen, in which W illiam Sim, ol the 
“ Redbones,” ami John Owen and Henry 
Ashworth of the other party 
were killed. 
Dr. Meyeis and his brother, who had come 
to attend the wounded. wf*re fired on by 
the Irani boys, but were not hurt.

their friends. 
fCRTHE* DETAILS 
of the battle on the Lock, Moore A Co.’s 
tram are that on Sunday morning a narty 
ot thirty “ Kedbones,” among them n crew 
of mixed Indians, negroes and whites, went 
to the store and announced that they would 
drive away H ooker Morris, manager of the 
log camp, in revenge for an insult oljeied 
two of the party. 
They were w'ell armed 
and led by Jc'-e Dyson, a well known and 
desperate character. 
'1 tie white men who 
Lad gathered in the same strength were led 
by Joe Ward. 
In ttie baitie which ensued Ward killed 
Jesse Dyson and was at once kilDd from 
tiehind, w hen the fight became general. The 
list of killed i*: Joe Ward i white/, T. T. 
Swan (white). Je-*ee Dyson, Ja-c Perkin*, 
Andrew Schworth, Owen Ashworth and 
Marion, “ Redbones.” 
Wounded: Dupree Laeomb, keeper of the 
store, and his son, both shot through the 
leg. 
Lacomb’a wi.e ran into the woods 
with her children, escaping in the fray.

What tha San Francisco “Examiner” Think* 
• f a Recently F.nacted Law—Question 
of State liight*. 


The United State* Scpreme Court Will 
Asked to Pa<* Upon the Constitution­ 
ality of the Measure—A Care­ 
ful RevieAv ef the Matter.

The supreme court of the United States 
will, during its full term, hand down a de­ 
cision in the case of George W. Dupre, one 
ot the publishers of the New Orleans States, 
a leading daily newspaper of thai city, 
which probably involves a greater number 
of im portant legal propositions than were 
ever presented lor the consideration of that 
tribunal. 
The Han Francisco Exam iner regrets that 
these questions should come u p o n what 
many may carelessly view as a side issue. 
Mr. Dupre, relying upon the uneonstitu- 
tionality oi what is known as the lottery 
act and having chosen to ignore its pro­ 
visions, for which he was duly—and, as he 
thinks unlawfully—called to account, is 
nowr seeking the relief guaranteed by the 
constitution in such a case. 
To Mr. Dupre, therefore, it is not a side 
issue, but all important, as indeed must be 
such an i*»ue to every citizen which in­ 
volves individual treedom, the right* of a 
sovereign -tute and the liberty of the press. 
TIi*’ most cursory examination ot the pro­ 
visions of this act, entitled “An act to 
amend certain sections of the Revised Stat­ 
utes relating to lotteries and for other pur­ 
poses,” demonstrates the appropriateness of 
its title, 
it i? an act “ for other purposes.” 
and very many other purposes indeed. 
1 lie avowed object of the statute is to break 
up the business of the Louisiana State lo t­ 
tery company, and if the lramers of this 
new and certainly unprecedented leg sta­ 
tion had sought to do this directly, hon­ 
estly and fairly, there could not b« any 
reasonable objection to the character ot the 
uttempt. 
The worst that could hyve been 
said of such legislation is that it was nuga­ 
tory. 
“ Y'ou shan't run a lottery,” Uncle 
Hum would crv, to which Louisiana would 
not unnaturally reply, “ I shall.” And here 
the matter would rest until Louisiana was 
ready, ot her own accord, to agree with her 
aiater states. 
1 or there is no principle of law better 
established than that the general govern­ 
ment has no power to declare any act* com­ 
mitted within the borders of a sovereign 
Hate other than those which are committed 
iu direct contravention of the special pow­ 
ers lodged by the constitution iu the general 
government. 
It is for the state exclusively, to declare 
what ia law ul or unlawful iu the way of 
lotteries ju-ft as it is its prerogative to es­ 
tablish high license or prohibition or to 
enforce, as the ca*e may be, a Sunday law. 
The lramers ot the statute knew this per­ 
fectly welf,and tliev have attempted to do by 
inuirection what they have no right to do at 
ail. 
They have sought to lodge in the post- 
office department, powers wholly superior 
to the constitution, the law of the land and 
the proper tribunals for its enforcement. 
But the statute goes even lurther; it ex­ 
pressly authorize* the pettiest postmaster, 
nay, eggs hiru on, to commit acts which 
would, 
without 
the 
protection of 
the 
statute, constitute offenses ot the grsvesl 
and most inexcusable character. 
These acts he is not only encouraged, but 
commanded to com m it on ali occasions 
which may seem fit to his own good pleas­ 
ure, 
It confers, chier, therefore. uj>ou this 
mere sorter of letters and deliverer of maiii 
more authority than that claimed by the 
supreme court of his own state, the preai- 
dent oi the United States and his entire cab­ 
inet—always excepting, o: course, his su­ 
per.or, the postmaster general. It puts him 
wholly outside the law, makes him totally 
irrcip/i.s ble. even to liis own conscience 
and common sense, and, to cap the climax 
of absurdities, places the liberty of the 
press, without which oui present form ol 
government might as well be abandoned, 
completely at his mercy. 
These propositions are startling, but true, 
and, being true, they are worth tbecare:ul 
attention of avery citizen who observes the 
signs of the times. 
F'ortunateiy, it is not 
conceivable that the supreme court will or 
can give effect to them. 
However desirable 
may be the end in view, it surely cannot be 
worth attaining at the expense of liberty 
and justice. 
Yet this is, iu exact terms, the 
iasue involved. 
It requires no special knowledge or legal 
training to defect the vice of suc3i legisla­ 
tion. 
I.ike all arbitrary and despotic en­ 
actments. it puts might above right, and 
justifies the unlawful means it is compelled 
to employ by the conceived desirability of 
the end it seeks to attain. 
Take sec:ion 3^*4 ot the statute: 
“ Any 
person violating the provi-ions of this sec­ 
tion” (which makes the mere mailing ut a 
letter, or. in fact, a:g mail matter hawng 
the remotest connection wltfi the bu,*ine*s 
of the lottery company a misdemeanor) 
“ may be pro* eeded against by information 
or indictment.” 
This section has at least one merit—it 
recognizes the forms of laws, if, at the same 
time, it does trample upon thecon.-titutiou. 
It presupposes a regular proceeding o some 
kind, a trial by jury with all the regular 
incidents of racn a trial. 
However, it is 
wholly unconstitutional, and, upon analy- 
eis, absurd. 
The .'Lute oi Luuftaiia, and in­ 
deed any individual or company, is de­ 
barred by law irom maintaining a mail 
service of her own, vet the general govern­ 
ment, not only a common carrier, hut au 
exclusive common carrier, declines to ac­ 
cept the mail matter ot one state because in 
other states it is declared contraband. 
In. 
stead of being neutral in the matter, and per­ 
mitting the states to settle their own differ­ 
ences, the government seeks to imprison **r 
terrorize those who attempt to make it do 
its plain duty, which is to do lor all th© 
states (and not for any chosen number of 
them) what severally they cannot do so 
well for themselves, provide a sa’c, speedy 
and trustworthy service unimpaired by 
such star chamber restrictions as those now 
being enforced. 
But if the denial of mail facilities to the 
press and the public because of differences 
of opinion with regard to new distinctions 
in morality arising between the several 
states be a deprivation o: the rights of tho 
states a* declared by the law and the con­ 
stitution, w hat shall we *ay of section 3929, 
which author.zei the postmaster general 
“ upon evidence satisfactory to h im se lft” wo 
Q u o t e and italicise the Ciau-e to instruct his 
postmasters tostam p with me word “ Fraud­ 
ulent” letters which lie thinks tall within 
the provisions o f this very act- 
\Y hatever has been sui.1 of tha Louisiana 
State lottery company, its worst enemies 
have never claimed it to be “ iraudulent.” 
Tha good !aith of the company has never 
been called in question. 
Even those news­ 
papers which have taken exception to its 
existence have never denied the honesty ot 
its methods nor of the gentlemen—such 
men as Generals Beaureguid and Early are 
among them —who have superintended the 
drawings. 
The framers of the statute knew this—it 
was a tact ot common notoriety—but this 
is ju«t why they got up the rubber stamp 
scheme. 
Repeat the word “ F ra u d u len t” 
enough, tliev reasoned, and perhaps alter 
a wane the ;uoa wmaniK m —the public will 
in time, perhaps, come to believe the very 
opposite of what they had always-believed 
before- 
The device seems flimsy enough, but in its 
general operation it is highly dangerous und 
oppressive. 
For this enormous power is exercised by 
the postmaster “ upon evidence satisfactory 
to himself.” 
Yet this evidence cannot bo 
obtained, so the statute is careful to say, by 
opening tho letter. Oh, no; that would be a 
breach of confidence; and, besides, it is ex­ 
pressly prohibited by law. Then how is the 
postmaster to “obtain evidence which is 
a*u*:actory to himself?” He is to GUESS, 
jfist gues»? A private citizen who libels 
another cannot set up in justification of hia 
slander evidence of the truth of his state­ 
ment Which is merely “satisfactory to him ­ 
self.” If this were so. it would vastly sim- 
piiiy many a libel ca»•. 
Ib is e v i d e n c e 
must be satisfactory also to a jury of 12 
men, but it is different wlthth* postmaster. 
He can brand the correspondence of the 
moat upright business man in the land on 
the mere suspicion aud be held not in the 
least accountable. 
The proprietor of a 
newspaper who fails, perhaps through the 
death of witnesses or through aome other 
accident, to establish the truth of charge* 
mad# in the interest of the public, from 
good motives and fo r justifiable ends, is 
none the less mulcted in damages, but your 
postmaster, no indeed. 
He can libel any­ 
body from any motive or for any end, and 
when he is called to account he is sure to 
have “evidence aatisfactory to himself.” 
Again, the provisions of the statute are 
not restricted to the mailing of lottery tick­ 
ets, remittances or letters of inquiry: they 
cover a much wider categorv of anv 
"acueme, * in lact, or “device, tor obtaining 
money ot any kind through the mails, by 
means o f false or fraudulent pretenses or 
promises” is equally prohibited, and all the 
subterfuges and devices of the statutes are 
equally applicable in thi* as iu the case of 
the iotterjr.

Now, at first blush, there seems to be a 
well weaning provision. 
Lottery compa­ 
nies are not necessarily iraudulent, whereas 
ali such “schemes,” such as described in the 
section, undoubtedly ere—hut who is to be 
the Judge of whether or not they ire fraud­ 
ulent? The court and jury? Not a bit of it. 
The postmaster, djgain. 
lie can put h.s lit­ 
tle stamp on the printed envelope of an in­ 
surance oompany or bank if ho is noi satis­ 
fied with tho “pretenses or promises^ upon 
whion they are doing business. But he will 
not? Why not? He hes the power. 
hat 
fuaxauto have we that he will wot abuse ftf 


" Postmasters are not always obliging e r 
just. 
Newspapers have found that out to 
their cost long ago. 
But to what propor­ 
tions will the petty exdbtions of conse­ 
quential officials and tneir employes rise 
when these added powers are iu lull opera­ 
tion? 
Suppose the case—every newspaper man 
knows how possible such a case is*—of th* 
biuintss manager of a newspaper who, in 
entire good aith. accepts the advertisement 
or prospectus of some land improvement 
company, which turns out, as a matter of 
lact, to be mythical. 
Hs is liable to arreat. 
But of course he may succeed in proving 
his good faith and the absence of any in­ 
tent 10 commit the crime. 
This we will 
concede. 
Though why lie should be put 
to this inconvenience by the postoffice de­ 
partment we cannot imagine. 
llut how 
about the edition ol his paper in which the 
uu.ortunaie advertisement uppcart? 
It 
will not be delivered. 
It may contain news 
of the grealest importance to its subscriber*, 
thesentiments of the er. atest thinkers and 
moralists of the day, but became ot this one 
advertisement—the true character of which 
the publhhers of the paper could not pos­ 
sibly be expected to Know any more than 
the public it was designed to decieve—it is 
excluded irom the mails. 
However, ii one class of advertisement ia 
to be excluded, why not any other? Could 
not, indeed, will not the law he extended 
to take in medical advertisements, those of 
wine and liquor houses, iu fact all adver­ 
tisements ot any character except those of 
church or lodge meetings? 
It is easy to see 
that the tendency of such legislation is to 
seriously abridge the liberty of the jiress, 
besides depriving if of its legillmaia reve­ 
nues without due process ot law. 
1 he mail service, wc repeat, is the ex­ 
clusive franchise ut theg neral government, 
and yet it is to be administered under thes* 
restrictions and conditions. 
What, then, 
becomes ut the liberty of the press? '* ) i- 
dently the men v\ ho framed 
this 
ftj 
thought little, or cured Its** about tiu 
ty ot a press iu tne habit of crilu 
f 4 t 
their acta. 
But the | uhlic has un interest 
in the pre-s, ami newspaper men have a 
right to carry on their business without hi- 
terference except by the due process of uiw. 
The constitution expressly declares not 
only that this liberty shall not be de­ 
stroyed, but also that ft shall 
not be 
abridged. 
Ami why is the liberty of the press 
abridged? Simply to *unprcss a lottery 
company Incorporated under the laws of 
the .State ot Louisiana. 
These laws have 
never been declared unconstitutional. 
The 
right of the Htate of Louisiana to authorize 
or maintain u lottery company has never 
been questioned. 
ftl.eMipremecourt of the 
state has in fact declarid that the question 
of the extension ot the company's charter 
is prop-rly before the people, and no one 
doubts but thut tnis extension will he rati­ 
fied by as large a vote as cast at the iast 
election for that pu'posc. 
The fetate of 
Louisiana, its charities aud its works of 
improvement receive larze sums yearly 
from the revenue of the lotlery, and it is 
absurd to say in this land o. ram s and 
church fans that the State o Louisiana hau 
no moral right to maintain a lottery. 
Any 
number ot governments and states have 
upp>rovud ot lotteries whether conducted 
for private gain or for the public o.neflt. 
It is ratiier late in the day to im port such 
new distinctions into the practical business 
of carrying on a government. 
Be*hIp*, who can tell where this prose- 
lytism through tha j*o.«toffice will stop? 
Htiall Maine impose bar prohibition laws 
upon wine growing t'aiifornis? Shall the 
Sunday laws of Connecticut be saddled 
upon those states, w hose history, the very 
chatacier ot their populations, lead them 
to regard Sunday a day ta he differently ob- 
►t-rveo? 
All these questions are matters of 
opinion, o ten ot 
theological 
opinion, 
questions which are at least opefi to debate, 
and yet it might be sought, through the 
postotfiee department, to make them the 
rule or all. 
. 
N othing could be m ore monstrous, t.or, 
in the light o! history, so absurd. 
In 1830, 
a law sim ilar to the present one was intro­ 
duced in congress, ko bidding the delivery 
o f seditious docum ents relative to slavery. 
Senator, aftcrwarfts t'i<-snfent tsucnanan, 
supported the law ; Daniel Web*ter opposed 
it. 
But what were these seditious docu­ 
ments? 
They were the criticisms of the 
Abolitionists upon slavery as it then exist- 
ed in the Southern states. 
The bill proposed to muzzle tne^oexpres­ 
sions ot public opinion 
was undoubtedly 
a blow at tne liberty of the press. 
It failed 
of enactment. 
Does anyo e doubt, it the 
'-.sine measure hud come up later, say in 
1-0 2 . that what would have been consid­ 
ered ‘ seditious documents’ 
would be re­ 
flections upon the riri.t of the North to de­ 
prive the South ot the.r property in slavte. 
without t Lei j oousen' and without com- 
pensation? Felt now question that the 
abolition ol slavery has been a blessina to 
tins country, and was dictated by the bzst 
sentiment of humanity. 
But liuv was this 
sentiment aroused bu* through the press? 
Aud how was it proposed to nullify this 
teuliment but by just • uch means as we are 
now invoked to enforce the opinions of a 
dom inant party, which, even if they do 
not vary with regard to this matter, are 
iNrtain to do so with regard to a great 
many questions which fall within the sania 
rule? 
} 
It is impossible, however, that Ihe su- 
p-em e court of the United States can up­ 
hold such a statute, however much it may 
care to do so. 
Hucli a decision w ould not 
only he contrary to all its precedents, and 
contrary to the organic law of me land, 
hut, were it lived up to, would make life iu 
the republic well nigh intolerable. Indeed, 
legislation, such as betrays itself in this 
statute, saps w;e very foundation of uuerty 
jn substituting for the despotism of the ab­ 
solute monarch, the oppression and tyranny 
of partisan power entrenched behind the 
irre-poi.aible authority of its officers. 
During the Mexican war, communica­ 
tion 
between the truons under General 
Scott and the government ut Washington 
was very imperfect. 
Months on months 
elapsed before dispatches ana reports could 
be transmitted to au*l from the scat ot war. 
It so happened that, although the theu 
dominant party who opposed Gen. Scott 
su cceded iu securing his removal from the 
coiumaud of the army, the order to that 
effect did not reach him until after the City 
ot Mexico had capitulated. 
It is needle-a to state li.at the hero of this 
brilliant campaign was immediately rein­ 
stated, and as little as possible said about 
the iujustioe done him. 
Gen. Scott made, 
however, this one remark: 
“ The long arm of power,” he said, “ has 
taken me away from the head of my 
troopa.” 
The epithet as applied to the genera! gov­ 
ernment is certainly e.vpre*8ive, “ The long 
arm of power” i« not always accompanied 
with vision, foresight or self-control. 
It 
sometimes ignores local nerdi und differ­ 
ences, and, in its imi atieuce to act, over* 
rides liberty and justice.

This 
question is causing a great deal of 
discussion a t the present moment, 
as it is revealed th a t alum is being used 
as a substitute for cream of ta rta r in 
baking powders. 
A story is 
told 
th at a very large percentage of the 
baking powders sold on the m arket 
contain 
either alum or am m onia, 
and m any of them contain both these 
pernicious drugs. Much timely alarm 
is felt a t the wnolesale use of alum in 
bread, biscuit and pastry. To young 
children, 
growing girls, 
persons of 
weakly frame alum bread eaten morn-, 
ing noon and evening is the m ost 
harmful. It is the small quantities 
taken a t every meal th a t do the 
mischief. Alum is cheap, costing but 
two or three cents a pound 
while 
cream of ta rta r costs 30c, and the high 
price of cream of ta rta r has led cheap 
baking powder to be made of alum. 
If the reader wants to know some­ 
thing of the corrosive qualities of 
alum let him touch a piece to his 
tongue then reflect how it acts on the 
tender delicate coats of the stom ach.

Then th a t side of 
the bearing will begin to “cut” or wear 
away; and as soon as one side of a 
journal begins to wear it will wear 
faster and faster until the bearing «s 
damaged l»eyond repair, requiring the 
substitution of a new journal. 
Rain 
and dew will expand the wood work of 
implements and soften thegrain of the 
surface, after which the heat of the sun 
will dry and crack the wood, making 
numerous small fissures for water to 
enter. Plow handles and many other 
parts of implements th a t have been 
bent af;er tu«y; have been exposed to 
the influence Of rain and sunshine 
lose their desired form and sha|>e, 
Hhovel handles, scythe snaths, cradle 
fingers and some other bent portions 
of hand tools and horse implements 
are often ruined by exposure to storm 
and sunshine. I^et it be an inflexible 
rule of the farm th at tools and imple­ 
ments m ust not be left out doors ex­ 
posed to the damaging influences of 
wet 
and diy 
weather. I^et every 
helper understand th a t he must clean 
hoes, shovels and spades, wij*e the 
blades dry and put them under rhelter 
as soon as they are not in actual use. 
A man will accomplish just a* much 
I>er day if he is required to clean his 
tools and put them in a dry place as j 
he will to throw them down where | 
they were used last, covered with dirt j 
and exposed to the weather.—Ameri- } 
ican Agriculturist.

E v ery 
F a r m e r S h o u ld K eep B ee s. 
A farmer can, without much outlay 
of either money or time, take care of 
enough bees to at least furnish his 
family with enough pure honey for the 
table. 
A farmer can do this to great 
advantage, he has ample room forthe 
accom m odation of the hives, and can 
easily supply the bees with the best 
honey-yielding plants. It i* not neces­ 
sary, though under favorable condi­ 
tions it might t>e advisable, to under­ 
take the scientific methods of tre a t­ 
ment. Probably, however, most farm­ 
ers would make a pr ctical failure, in­ 
stead of a practical success of it if they 
tried. 
But by careful study of the 
foundation principles of bee culture 
and close observation of the bees 
themselves sufficient skill may soon 
be acquired to make it worth w hile to 
keep the busy insects. 
It should be begun, like any other 
venture, in a small w ay. Try a single 
swarm at first. It is the practical ex­ 
perience acquired by actual care and 
observation th a t enables one to suc­ 
ceed. 
The farm apiary should not be too 
scientific in its appointm ents, any 
more 
than farm poultry 
raising 
should be. Nor, on the other hand, 
should it be so primitive and unscien­ 
tific as to yield only the minimum re­ 
sults. Give common sense a show in 
this respect. Have appliances th a t 
will give the best results with the 
least outlay of time and labor com­ 
patible therewith. 
In other words, don’t make a bur­ 
den of the business, but strike for the 
happy 
mean between professional 
management, requiring the whole a t­ 
tention of thoroughly trained men, 
and the ignorant bungling and neglect 
whith yield a large return of disap­ 
pointm ent 
and precious liftle else. 
Tbfe farmer should be in the strict 
serise an am ateur apiarist, finding 
pleasure in tTjie interesting creatures 
then)selves, as well as the delicious 
product of their industry. 
The money outlay required for an 
apiary conduct on the basis is very 
stliall, and ^f the management is rea­ 
sonably gDp/k will be more tfiaii cov­ 
ered hy the sale of honey not needed 
for home consumption. And a con­ 
stan t supply' of fine dioney in the 
larder is a good thing to have in the 
house, especially in the country.

A Sad Accident. 
On Saturday evening of last week 
Mr. Charles Crust and Miss Alice 
Hockridge, of East Brainerd, were 
united in marriage at the residence 
of the bride’s parents, and on Monday 
they went to Mille Lacs Lake in com­ 
pany with Mr. Hockridge’s family for 
a week’s outing. 
The party were 
stopping with Mr. Warren, and on 
Tuesday evening were enjoying them­ 
selves at the lake bathing, Mr. Crust 
being out some distance ahead of the 
others. 
His wife and companions 
saw him go out of sight under the 
water, but did not feel alarmed, as the 
lake was shallow at that point, they 
supposed. 
In a moment he came to 
the surface, but only for a second, 
and again disappeared. 
It was then 
that the truth flashed through their 
minds, Mr. Crust was drowning be­ 
fore their very eyes. 
A boat was put 
into use and the young man’s body 
was found after an hour’s search in 
fifteen feet of water. 
The accident 
was the result of cramps which must 
have taken the young man just as he 
walked into a deep hole. 
The body 
was brought to Brainerd on Wednes­ 
day and buried on Thursday, Rev. 
Treglawney, who but four days pre­ 
vious had performed the marriage 
ceremony, preaching the funeral ser­ 
mon. 
The case is as sad a one as has been 
brought to our notice in many days, 
and the young widow, who we under­ 
stand was married on her fifteenth 
birthday, is almost distracted with 
grief. 
The deceased was an employe of 
the Northern Pacific, and was highly 
esteemed by all his acquaintances. He 
was a brother of Edward Crust, his 
parents residing in England. 
The 
funeral services were largely attended, 
the fire department, of which he was 
a member turning ont in uniform. 


Death «t T. C. Bivins. 
On Friday of last week, after the 
Dispatch had gone to press, the death 
of Thomas Bivins was announced, 
which took place at 11:15 a. m. 
Mr. 
Bivins had been ill for some months 
and his death was not unexpected. 
He was one of the pioneers of Brain­ 
erd, having been in the employ of the 
railroad nearly all the time since its 
construction.

He left his native state 
in 1854 to locate at Mankato, Minn., 
where he resided for some years. 
In 
1857 he was united in marriage to 
Miss Jennie Gordon Early. 
In 1870 
Mr. Bivins removed to Duluth, and 
from there to Brainerd daring the 
construction of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, at which time he was m their 
employ and continued so up to the 
time of his illness in various capacities. 
No man was better known or more 
universally respected in this com­ 
munity, and the announcement of his 
death caused a pang of sorrow to 
many a heart 
Deceased leaves a 
widow to survive him. 
He was an 
uncle of Mrs. N. McFadden, F. B. and 
C. D. Johnson. 
The funeral occurred on Monday 
afternoon from the Episcopal church 
under the auspices of Aurora Lodge 
No. 100, A. F. k A. M., of which he 
had long been an active member, the 
Rev. G. H. Davis officiating. 


Held to the Grand Jnry.
